ROMB, Nov. 14.—Pope Benedict has 
made an*important ‘departure from ‘the 
custom ‘ofthe. Pontiffs by visiting the 
Church of Saint sAnna, adjoining: the 
Apostolic Palace, and thus going out- 
side the Vatican precincts, according to 
the Giornale d'Italia: 

Since the end of thé Popes’: temporal 
power.one form of Papal protest against 
the new order of things has been. the 
seclusion of the Pontiffs in the Vatican. 


In January of this year it was reported 
from Rome that Pope ‘Benedict XV, in 
visiting the Santa Marta Hospital, had 
disregarded the traditional imprisonment 
of the Pope, always observed by Popes 
Pius. IX., Leo XIII, and Pius X. after 
the end, of the temporal power of the 
Papacy, but this was denied. It was ex- 
plained that Pope Benedict has’ passed 
through the Apostolic Palace inside of 
St. Peter’s, reaching th¢ hospital with- 
out touching Italian ‘soil, and. that his 
predecessor in the same way had visited 
the wounded in the Santa Marta Hos- 
pital-after the earthquake in Messina.

DR.B.T. WASHINGTON, 
NEGRO LEADER, DEAD 


Founder of the Tuskegee Insti- 
tute Expires of Hardening of 
_ Arteries After Brief Illness. 


TAKEN TO HIS HOME TO DIE 


Seth Low. and..W. J. Willcox. Per- 
suaded Him to Consult Specialists, 
‘Who Told Him He Was Doomed. 


TUSKEGEE, Ala., Nov. 14.—Booker 
T. Washington, foremost, teacher and 
leader of the negro race, died early to- 
day at his home here, near the Tuskegee 
Institute, which he founded and of which 
he was President. Hardening of the 
arteries; following a nervous breakdown, 
caused his—death four hours ‘after Dr. 
Washington arrived from New York. 

Although. he had been in failing health | 
for several months, the negro leader’s 
condition’ became serious only last week 
while he was in the East. He then real- 
ized. the end was near, but was deter- 
mined to make the last long.trip South. 
He said often: ‘*I.was born ‘in _ the; 
South, have lived all my life in the; 
South, and expect to die and be buried 
in ‘the South.’’ 

Accompanied by his wife, his secre- 
tary, and a physician, Dr. Washington 
left New York for Tuskegee at 4 o’clock 
on Friday afternoon. He reached home 
last midnight, and died at 4:40 o’clock 
this: morning. His last. public appear- 
ancé-was at the national conference. of 
Congregational churches in New York, 
where he leoturo on Oct... 25.:

A 
wonderful tapestry concealed one entire 
wall. I asked why, and the officer 
pulled it away to show that we sat in 
only half a room; the other half had 
been utterly destroyed by shells.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The Wash- 
ington’ police authorities had a scare 
today’ over ten small boxes addressed 
to Robert Lansing, the Secretary of 
State, which were supposed for a time 
to contain explosives.

Police ‘Headquarters on the telephone 
and asked that an examination be’ made 
of the ten boxes which had*aroused his 
suspicion. .

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Announce- 
ment was made tonight by the Wash- 
ington office of Bernard, Judae & Co., 
forwarding agents of New York and 
Chicago, that. a New, York. syndicate 
headed by Jules E.-Bernard of- that firm 
was considering a plan to charter Amer- 
ican-owned steamships, flying the Amer- 
ican flag, and manned by American 
crews, to bring out “American-owned 
goods valued at. more than $10,000,000 
now detained in Rotterdam. 

If..this plan is carried. out the British 
Consul will be invited to inspect the 
cargoes as the vessels are loaded. The 
syndicate will: accept all American- 
owned goods for which the British For- 
eign Office has refused to grant permits. 

Mr. Bernard discussed the matter in- 
formally with Counselor Polk of the 
State Department on Friday afternoon. 
Mr. Polk declined to say what action 
would be taken by the State Department 
in the event that one of the steamships 
vas intercepted by a British cruiser and 
taken into a prize Court. 

R. C. Mitchell, Washington represent- 
ative of Bernard, Judas & Co., said to- 
night: : ; 

“1 cannot say how far Mr. Bernard 
has. gone in pertecting his plans ‘for 
sending American steamers to Rotter- 
dam to bring out the American owned 
goods. One thing is. certain, however, 
and that is that he will not ask the 
permission of the British Government. 
No effort will be made to run a block- 
ade. He-maintained that as.an Ameri- 
can citizen he has the right to: trade 
with a neutral country. .No effort will 
be made to enter a German. port. Hol- 
land is not at war with Great Britain, 
and Mr. Bernard insists that an Ameri- 
can steamer cannot -be legally prevent- 
ed -from entering the neutral port .of 
Rotterdam and ciearing for the United 
States with a cargo of American- 
owned merchandise.

OSSINING, N. Y., Nov,.14.—Subpoenas 
Prison today 
summoning Warden Osborne and. the 
| principal keeper, ‘ Frederick Dorner, to 
| appear before the Westchester County 
Grand Jury in White Plains tomorrow 
to testify at the inquiry into conditions 
at the prison. It is thought that the 
Warden will be asked to furnish records 
of the punishment of prisonerg who 
‘committed assaults and other felonies in 
the prison ‘between Jan, 1, 1912, and 
Dec. 1, 1914, when Mr. Oshorne took 
charge of the pricon. 

These records, according to prison of- 
ficials, are very nicomplete, but if War- 
den. Osborne is permitted he will ad- 
duce other evidence of fights among 
the prisoners before he “went to Sing 
Sing. This evidence will include the 
records of cases of prisoners treated at 
the prihson hospital for injuriés. inflict- 
ed by violence. ‘These hospital records, 
it is said, show @ remarkable decrease 
in injuries to prisoners contemporaneous 
with Warden Osborne’s regime at Sing 
Sing. 

It was reported here from White Plains 
that District Attorney Weeks intended 
to subpoena six more prisoners from 
Sing Sing to testify, but the report re- 
ceived no official confirmation, It.was 
said also that William J. Cummins, the

His return is not due to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
which last week showed-a marble 
heart toward the appeal of the rail- 
ways for a grant in aid toward the 
cost of living by a small advance in 
Western freight rates, Very chill also 
is the welcome at the hands of the 
Legislatures, which this year have 
passed 230 more statutes of the “ full 
crew” sort, all in the interest . of 
labor and not one in the interest of 
the railways. Over a thousand bills 
of that kind were-introduced, and that 
no moré were passed was due to 
energetic opposition, The general 
movement for an eight-hour day is 
no inducement for the guest‘to pro- 
long his stay, The list of discourage- 
ments might be prolonged, but these 
will suffice to show that he returned 
as he departed, of his own accord, 
and to the surprise of many. 

Take, for example, the case of the 
railways, the industry next to agri- 
culture. “One-sixth of it is in the 
hands of receivers. Take a specific 
case, that of the St. Lovis & San 
Francisea, whose affairs are brought 
into present prominence by the an- 
nouncement of an assessment upon 
its owners of half the face of their 
shares. That is a fine upon the own- 
ers of the property almost equal to 
the famous Standard Oil fine, which 
never was collected. The assessment 
will bé collected or the property will 
be forfeited. No doubt the punish- 
ment is in some degree deserved, for 
the management of the enterprise 
was blaméworthy. This is not in any 
respect a defense of, anything con- 
trary to the public interest, but mere- 
ly a suggestion of the other side of 
the case so far as it bears upon the 
prolongation of prosperity. That the 
St. Louis & San Francisco contributed 
to general prosperity at its own cost 
ean hardly be denied. Under the 
Yoakum administration 5,000 miles of 
railway were built in six States, car- 
rying . 80,000 on the payroll, repre-/ 
senting a population of Hearly five 
times as many. Where there were 
only roaming animald and Indians, 
and it was a score or two of miles 
between ranch houses, there now are 
100,000 farms. Along the Gulf and 
the Rio Grande the Yoakum lines are 
the only means of transport essential 
to the national defense. Measured by 
earnings the service to the’ public of 
the railway which if assessing its 
owners several’ times the market 
value of \' thelr shares was sixfold 
greater than the return to owners. 

These things are more true than the 
other things about which the: public; 
is hearing something too much, and 
have a broader public significance, 
with immediate bearing upon the 
permanence of prosperity. The mis-| 
fortunes of the owners of railways are 
affected with a public interest, but 
they are not of that first importance 
which is given to them by thoss who 
look more to the Stock Exchange than 
to the prairies....

The servicé in the subway for the last few 
weeks has been, unbelievably bad.

day it is half an hour between: the points 
mentioned above, another {ft is more nearly 
an hour, and on yet other occasions I have 
done it in less than half an hour.

The chief defect 
of the scheme is that. it substitutes a halt- 
trained force for an army of efficient, soldiers. 
It is impossible that the partly trained and 
Poorly officered men who would compose it 
would ever be anything but vastly inferior to 
our regular troops or to any force of Euro- 
pean troops. Probably it would meet defeat 
at the hands of helf or two-thirds of ite 
humber of such troops, unless, indeed, by 
sorne fortunate chance, it might be possible 
to give it several months of training after 
the outbreak of war, 

An uneritical goceptance of such 4 plan 
can accomplish Httle. beyond creating a falso 
sense of security, Within the limitations im- 
posed by the difficultiés of finance and of 
obtaining enlistments, can no plan be de- 
vised better calculated te give us an army 
fit to theet any possible enemy? . 

What the country needs is a larger regular 
army. It is submitted that better results 
could be obtained by abandoning the scheme 
for a continental army and devoting the $45,- 
000,000 to..be spent annually upon it' to in- 
creasing our efficient iar army. That 
gum would add at least 45,000 regulara—prob- 
ably more—to the P force of 142,000. 
With a system of two years’ seryice with 
the colors and a modern. reserve system we 
should in a few years possess a large force 
of thoroughly men—something we 
would never have under the continental plan, 

It ts true that it is doubtful whether, uiider 
our present system of voluntary enlistmenta, 
the regular army could be recruited to 200,- 
000. “But it is equally doubtful, te put it 
mildly, whether 400,000 young men could 
absent themselves from their desks and lathes 
for two months each year to go inte train- 
ing as continentals. It is likely that we 
are today face to face with the dilemma of 
compulsory service or of no adequate army. 
. Here is a\question which should be frankly 
discussed and fearlessly solved. Certainly 
the country demands adeguate defense; if the 
measures necessary to obtain such a resylt 
involve compulsery service for. one-quarter 
of 1 per cent. of the population, or less, it 
may well be that the country will decide in 
favor of compulsory service, 

As they now stand, both the army and navy 
programs seem to bit the vices of half- 
way measures, Now is the time to adopt 
Sound plans for our naval andi military de- 
velopment, dnd mot compromises. Anti the 
people of the United States are entitled to 
know just how little may be expected from 
the plans: now proposed.

BEGAN BETTING WAR 


Fight Between Noted Gambler 
and the Poolroom Ring Once 
Stirred the City. 








Man Who Became Wealthy Through 
Speculation and Gambling Had 
Been Prominent In Tammany. 


Peter De Lacy, *nown as the ** Pool- 
room King,’’ who is said to have made 
more than $1,000,000 in his pool ‘selling 
and race track enterprises, and whose 
fight -with the so-called ‘‘ Poolroom 
Ring ”’ aroused the city to the evils of 
gambling, died on Saturday night in St. 
Luke’s Hospital, after an operation. 

A score of years ago his name was one 
to conjure with among gamblers through- 
out the East, and even of recent years 
he was known as a real estate speculator 
of keen judgment. When it became 
known along Broadway yesterday that 
he had died, those who knew him said 
that his estate would exceeed $1,000,000. 

De Lacy was born in Ireland and came 
here when a young man. He was soon 
active in polities and became affiliated 
with Tammany Hall. He was close to 
Richard Croker and John Scannell and 
others’ of ‘the old-time leaders and was 
long a power in his district. From poli- 
tics he turned to gambling and soon 
became a ‘leader among the gamblers |; 
of this city. * 

De Lacy early —— the profits to 
be made from the poolrooms. In his 
early days he was forced to fight the 
“ring,’’ but it soon admitted him as 
one of the inner circle. He became 
widely knowr, and by 1890 was said to 
have cleared more than $1,000,000. 

Shortly after this De Lacy sprang 
into public notice when he “fell out” 
with the other members of the poolroom 
ring and started a crusade to have ‘all 


stopped. -The fight started over the dl- 
vision of commissions, and went on ‘pit- 
terly for three years. Then Police In- 
spector Byrnes took a hand and issued 
orders that all poolrooms must be driven 
out of business. 

De Lacy dropped his fight with the 
other pool sellers. which had bten re- 
garded as a *' bluff,’’ and made an alli- 
ance with them against the common 
enemy—lInspector Byrnes. With the al- 
most unlimited resources of the “ ring ’’ 
backing him, he threatened legal pro- 
ceedings and proclaimed that ‘* Inspector 
Byrnes must go.” The Inspector, how- 
éver, stood his ground, and the fight 
dragged on for several years. 

‘While fighting Byrnes, De Lacy 
turned on the. Brecklyn Jockey Club, in 
1894, and attempted to have its. track 
closed and the club put out of businéss. 
Law suit succeeded law suit, but he: 
eventually failed in his aims. 

Then came what was- perhaps his 
most famous battle. The, Western Union 
Telegraph Company refused to serve his 
pool rooms any longer. He .expostulated | 5 
and threatened suits, but the company 
stood firm. This meant: that he wauld 
have to go out of business, the tele- 
graph service being absolutely neces- 
sary to, him. Fimally De Lacy played 
his last card. He threatened to close 
the Bennings race track, and it-was said 
the company restored his service. 

In 1903 he attacked District Attorney 
William Travers Jerome, alleging that 
he had failed to prosecute the cases 
against the pool sellers. In the course 
of this fight’ De Lacy brought ‘charges 
against Jerome before Governor Odell. 
The Governor, however, dismissed them, 
and -there ensued-an armed neutrality 
between the gambler and the District 
Attorney. In 1907, after a raid, during
